Officials at Berlin explained why 
they broke up the arrangement to ex- 
change prisoners of war. There are, 
they said, 500 seriously wounded Ger- 
mans in Britain for 1,500 wounded 
Britons in Germany. But they were not 
content to get rid of 1,500 useless pri- 
soners in return for 500 useless prison- 
ers now in Britain, though that would 
relieve them of the burden of support- 
ing 1,000 helpless men. Hence they de- 
manded that the difference in numbers 
be made up by returning 1,000 German 
women and children to Germany—in- | 
cluding no doubt women who had been | 
sent to Britain as spies and would be 
able to carry back information of more 
or less military value. 


This aside, the demand was that 
Britain exchange 1,000 women and 
children prospectively useful in war 


work for 1,000 men so seriously wound- 
ed they would be able to do little if any- 
thing at all. The Berlin officials 
seemed to be disappointed that the 
deal didn’t go through, and hopeful 
they may yet be able to put over the 
swindle. The proposal was typically 
Nazi, and so is the reaction to its re | 
fusal. Next to acquired talent for un- | 
fairness the chief Nazi characteristic 
is a smug belief that other people are | 
too dumb to know crookedness when 
they see it. 


Financing Their Own 


Commissioner Tweddle of Calgary is 
quoted as expressing surprise that so 
many new houses are going up in Ed- 
monton, and wondering how they are 
being financed.

If many homes so built are of moderate 
size and not pretentious in appearance, 
the owners have the solid satisfaction of | 
knowing they are paid for, or so nearly 
paid for the investment is safe. | 

There is only one way by which 
building funds, or any capital 
funds, are acci ed. That is by the 
old-fashioned habit of saving money. 
Funds loaned by companies are none 
the less savings which have been made 
by individuals, who have banded them- 
selves together to do a Joaning business. 
When, instead of investing his savings 
in hope of earning prest, the individ- 
ual invests these in building a home for 
himself he is ahead the interest he 
would otherwise have to pay on a build- | 
ing loan and also has the security and 
contentment which only home-owner- | 
ship can give. 

Edmonton will be a more stable city 
because — of necessity — people here 
have been and are putting their own 
savings into homes instead of running 
to loan companies and trading their 
future earnings for mortgages.

Canada’s Big War Job 


During September 1,914 warplanes 
came off the construction lines in Unit- 
ed States factories. Under President 
Roosevelt's rule-of-thumb 900 or more 
of these, or an equivalent number of 
other machines, will be sent to Britain. 
In seven months the United States has 
sent to Britain nearly twice aS many 
planes as Britain lost in 1940. Add the 
planes turned out from British and 
Canadian factories and an impressive, 
though necessarily indefinite, idea can 
be gained of the rapidity with which 
the British-Allied air fleet is being built 
up.

Quite evidently if Canada is to raise | 
a large land army for service oversea, | 
this will have to be recruited very large- 
ly from men who are more than thirty 
years of age. Men under that age will 
have to be left for the air force, if Can- 
ada is not to fall down on the absolutely | 
vital job it has undertaken. 


At a medical conference in Mont- 
real, Dr. Goldbloom gave the results of 
recent research into the causes, pre- 
vention and treatment of infantile para- 
lysis. He recommended the following 
simple rules as safeguards against the 
disease: Every child should be taught 
to wash his hands not only before meal- 
time but before eating anything. No 
milk should be taken that had not been 
pasteurized or boiled, and only water 
from an approved source or that had 
been boiled. Fruits and vegetables, un- 
less peeled, should be washed before 
being eaten. Swimming holes should 
be avoided, and children taught to not 
swallow water when swimming.

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New Rehabilitation Plan For Men + 


Demobilized From Services 
Is Comprehensive 
Ry B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA.—After the last war, the 

Canadian government gave a service gra- 
tuity to all men demobilized from the 
armed services and most Canadians 
thought th was rather a fine gesture, 
certainly nothing less than the returned 
men deserved. The 1914-18 war service 
gratuity amounted to $164,000,000. It did 
not work out as well as everyone expect- 
ed. The ex-soldier had the money, but 
it did not last long. The social philosoph- 
ers soon saw that the system did not 
roduce results desired in the way of 
getting meén back into civil life, encour- 
aging them pick up their education 
Or training where they left off, and to 
Salvage for the country the heavy social 
waste that occurred in lifting a half mil- 
lion men out of community life for the 
army. 

Seated at a big table in the depart- 
mental library in the Daly building which 
houses pensions and national health 
offices, Hon. Ian Mackenzie the other day 
outlined some of the government's plans 

j his problem after the war. 
the Post-Discharge Plan 
by wl demobilized men will get living 
allowances while they take up training 
or study interrupted by the war, and by 
which all men in the armed forces will be 
placed under the unemployment insur- 
ance act at the sole expense of the fed- 
era] government. 
Training Cost 

There is no estimate available yet on 
the cost of this scheme, but from a man 
who would know as well as anyone, we 
learn that if 100,000 men out of the army 
take up training of some kind as a result 
of this plan, it will cost around $70,000,000 
a year. ; 

To questions at his press interview, 
Mr. Mackenzie disclosed that so far 35,000 
men have been discharged from the Cana-

dian army in this war. This works out 
to nearly 1,500 men discharged each 
month. But fewer than three percent of 


the men discharged, most of whom are 
rejectees on medical grounds, are unem- 
ployed at present 

This is the figure obtained from the 
pensions and national health department, 
which maintains an unemployment regis- 
ter for ex-soldiers. Many discharged men, 
no doubt, do not bother registering. But 
at present about 1,500 are listed for work

After the last war, universities gen- 


| erally were eager to help men who had 


left in mid-term to enlist. In some cases, 
degrees were handed out without insist- 
ing that the men qualify. This was a 
mistake, most authorities agree, and de- 
grees obtained under such conditions have 
never meant much. The purpose this 
time will be to encourage men to get 
back to work and qualify for professional 
Standing. 

This plan is only one phase of meas- 
ures for demobilization and re-establish- 
ment after the war. Mr. Mackenzie is 
chairman of a cabinet committee on this 
work, There are ten sub-committees, 
covering practically every field in which 
post-war problems will arise and made 
up of leading Canadian authorities. The 
education committee consists of Dr. H. J. 
Cody, Dr, R. C. Wallace, Principal Cyril 
F, James, Dr. Fred McNally and Mr. E. 
A. Corbett. Another important sub-com- 
mittee is working out plains for post-war 
land settlement. 

The scope of Canadian work on post- 
war problems was recently enlarged vast- 
ly by inter-lecking the work of soldiers’ 
re-establishment with the work on econ- 
omie reconstruction. Two cabinet sub- 
committees, one on rehabilitation headed 
by Brigadier General H. F. McDonald 
and another on economic reconstruction 
headed by Principal Cyril James of 
McGill University, have opened liaison 
with the Canada-U.S.A, joint economie 
committees, of which Prof. W. A. Mac- 
intosh, executive adviser to the finance 
department, is chairman of the Canadian 
section. Much of this work is in its initial 
Stages, but it is plain that Canada is al- 
ready beginning to draw upon intellectual 
resources that have so far not been 
absorbed with war problems, for post-war 


problems. 
Last War Costs 


The rehabilitation expenditures made 
by the Canadian government after the 
last war run to half a billion dollars, 
This figure does not include pensions, the 
bill for which will go over the billion- 
dollar mark in the next few years. The 
figures given by Mr. Mackenzie were:
